Only True Service Is ““For My 
Sake and the Gospel’s” 


I want us to stop at “for my 
sake and the gospel’s’” and lay the 
foundation for the message. I want 
you to notice what they did, “for 
my sake, and the gospel’s.” They 
did not leave for hope of reward. 
They did not fly off and say, “How 
are we going to get paid for this 
business?” That was not the basis. 
They said, “This is the motive, ‘for 
my sake, and the gospel’s.’ ” 

When I read that anew the other 
day it gripped my heart. I said, 
“TI wonder how many people in 
the world have left the things of 
the world, ‘for my sake, and the 
gospel’s?’ ”’ 

Sometime ago in the South I ran 
into a very prominent lawyer in a 


little town, and I said, “Colonel, 
one of our boys who went to Bob 
Jones University for a little while 
is pastor of your church.” 


“Yes, yes, yes.” 


I said, “How is he getting on?” 

“Oh, that fellow has a great 
future. He’s going to the top. He’s 
going up, that fellow! You know, 
we pay him $6,000 a year and fur- 
nish him a home, and an automo- 
bile. That boy is going places.” 

You know, a strange sort of 
shudder went over me. Isn’t that a 
strange way to talk about a man 
in the ministry? I wonder why he 
did not say, “You know, Brother 
Jones, he has led so many people 
to Jesus Christ’? But he didn’t. It 
was a sort of a careerism. Some 


FAITH 


By D. L. Moody 


I do not know of any more important truth to bring 
before an unconverted person than the answer to the ques- 
tion—“What must I do to be saved?”—because that is the 
beginning of everything with regard to the divine life. A 
man must know he is saved before there is any peace, or joy, 


or comfort. 


The answer to the question is, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved,” and the 
question that comes right after 
that from almost every one is, 
“What is it to believe?” I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God; I believe that He came into 
the world to save sinners. Well, 
so do the devils. The devils not 
only believe, but they tremble. I 
ean believe intellectually that 
Jesus Christ is able and willing to 
save, and yet be as far from the 
kingdom of God as any man who 
never heard about Jesus Christ. 


We see, then, that faith, which 
is the same as belief, is a very 
important subject. It is the link 
that binds us to every promise of 
God—it brings us every blessing. 
I do not mean a dead faith, but a 
lining faith. There is a great 


difference between the two. A 
man may tell me that ten thou- 
sand dollars are deposited in a 


certain bank in my name. I may 
believe it, but if I don’t act upon 
it and get the money it does me 
no good. “Faith gets the most, 
humility keeps the most, love 
works the most.” Unbelief bars 
the door and keeps back the bless- 
ing. 

Some one has said there are 
three elements in faith—know- 
ledge, assent, laying hold. Know- 
ledge! A man may have a good 
deal of knowledge about Christ, 
but that does not save him. I 
suppose Noah’s carpenters knew 
as much about the ark as Noah 
did, but they perished miserably 
nevertheless, because they were 
not in the ark. Our knowledge 
about Christ does not help us if 
we do not act upon it. But know- 
ledge is very important. Many 
assent and say—‘“I believe”; but 
that does not save them. Know- 
ledge, assent, then laying hold: 
it is that last element that saves, 
that brings the soul and Christ 
together, — 

The Bible Definition of Faith 

People ask: “What is faith?’ 
Now the Bible definition of faith 


® = lis perhaps as good as any that 


a we know of. We are told in Heb- 


rews 11:1: ‘Now faith is the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen.” 
Faith is—what? The substance, 
or, aS you have it in the margin, 
“ground” or “confidence” of things 
hoped for. In other words, faith 
is dependence upon the veracity 


| of another. Faith says “Amen” to 


everything that God says. Faith 


|takes God without any ifs. If 


God says anything, faith says, “I 
believe it”; faith says ‘‘Amen” to 
it. 


We also read in that chapter 
in Hebrews—“Without faith it is 
impossible to please God.” I may 
add that without faith it is im- 
possible to please man. Let me 
tell a man that I have no faith 
in him and I cannot do him any 
good. All business is carried on 
on this principle of faith. What 
is it that causes hard times? Men 
lose confidence in each other or 
the government If you lose con- 
fidence in your doctor, you send 
for another. If you have a case 
in court and lose confidence in 
your lawyer, you want another. 
If you have a suspicion that your 
merchant is taking advantage of 


| you, you go elsewhere to trade. 


So you see it is impossible to 
please man as well as God with- 
out faith. 

Some people think, when we 
talk about faith in Christ, that it 
must be some miraculous faith, 
and that they must wait until it 
comes down out of Heaven; that 
it is some shock which is to come 
upon them. But faith in Christ is 
the same kind of faith that men 
have in one another, 

A man said to me some time 
ago, “Moody, the doctrine you 
preach is most absurd: you preach 
that men have only to believe to 
change the whole course of their 
life. A man will not change his 
course by simply believing.” 

I said—‘“I think I can make you 
believe that in less that two min- 
utes.” 

“No, you can’t,” he said; 
never believe it.” 

I said, “Let us make sure that 
we understand each other. You say 
a man is not affected by what he 
believes, that it will not change 
the course of his action?”

Our brother Hoke Parton writes 
of the great blessing THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD has brought to his 
church near Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see.

body was against Jesus. It was the 
powers that be who were against 
Him. Heads of government were 
against Him. Religious leaders 
were against Him, but don’t get 
the idea that everybody was 
against Him. He had His friends. 

Matthew gave Him a supper. You 
know, we sometimes think those 
publicans do not amount to any- 
thing. They did not stand well 
with the Jews, but they stood 
pretty well with their own. Matt- 
hew was somebody: Matthew found 
the Lord, gave up his business for 
Jesus. He said to himself, ‘You 
know, I believe I will give Him a 
little dinner, ask some of my 
friends in and maybe He can get 
some of them saved.’ And he gave 
Him a dinner and brought Him on 
in there. Jesus had His friends. 

Wait a minute! He did not come 
to be ministered to—that is not 
why He came. The motive that 
brought Him from Heaven’s noon- 
day to earth’s midnight was not to 
get, but to give! 

Last year at chapel here at the 
school I spoke one morning on 
two words — two little words, but 
such big little words. One of them 
comes out of Heaven and the other 
comes up out of the earth. The 
word from Heaven is “give.”

Love leans 
over and says, “Give, give, give, 
give.” The world says, ‘Get, get, 
get, get, get’!

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year man’! Strange words we use!

Listen, young fellows — you 
young evangelists, you Christian 
workers—you are entitled to all 
you get in this world, On this road 
whatever you get, all right, but you 
are not in business to get. Your job 
is to give, give, give, give, give, 
give — and then what ever comes 
to you all right!! 

Somebody gives you a dinner — 
eat it. Somebody gives you a home 
— move into it. Somebody gives 
you a car — take it. Somebody 
buys you a suit of clothes — wear 
it. If they give you an offering, 
take it, but take that with a sense 
of obligation and _ responsibility! 
You are entitled to anything you 
find on the road, if it is this 
road. “The Son of man came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to give his life a ransom 
for many.” That is the motive that 
brought Him from Heaven to 
earth. And He stood in the shadow 
of the cross and said, ‘For this 
hour came I into the world.’

I never shall forget the night in 
my life when I realized that I was 
a young Methodist preacher down 
South. I do not say it boastfully; 
there was not anything that I 
could not have had. I was chosen 


of all the Methodist preachers of 
this country to go to the Methodist 
Centenary in Columbus, Ohio, and 
speak there for two weeks. Bishop 
Cannon — by the way a great man, 
a sound man, a persecuted man, a 
man who stood for God — was 
chairman of the evangelistic com- 
mittee. He brought me there night 
after night and I spoke to two 
| thousand preachers assembled un- 
‘der a tent. They came around and 

said, “Say, wouldn’t you like to be 
bishop? You know you could be 
bishop. We will give you a good 
pastorate somewhere and elect you. 
You want the job, don’t you? 
You’d like to have the position, 
wouldn’t you? Stand in with the 
powers that be”! 

Listen, I had my temptations. 
Oh, I have seen the. hand of the 
world call, “Come, come, come. 
Get this, get that. You can have 
it. There is a way to get, if you 
‘want it. Go this way, go this way”! 

Preacher boys never leave Bob 
‘Jones University that they do not 
run into some ecclesiastical boss 
who says to them, “If you want 
something, stand in with the pow- 
ers that be and get it. You will be 
a marked man going that way, a 
marked man going that way, if 
you want to stand in with the pow- 
ers that be.” Oh, what a tragedy! 
You are not here to stand in. You 
are here that the mind which is in 
Christ Jesus be in you. If you get a 


nice church, all right. If you get 


a good invitation, all right. 

I talked to a young evangelist 
the other day. I said “Don’t get 
your eye on the big place. Get 
your eye on what God wants for 
you.” 

When World War I came on I 
had a campaign in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan with over a hundred 
churches. We had a tabernacle in 
which the average nightly attend- 
ance was seven thousand — [they 
said ten but there were seven.] 
They said we took in hundreds and 
hundreds and hundreds of people — 
a mighty revival! Dr—— came to 
me and said, “Brother Jones, don’t 
you accept any small invitations 
next year. Five of the greatest 
cities in America want you. You 
can just name your place. You 
know Bill Sunday’s days are about 
done; this is your day. They are 
looking to you. You can. have any- 
thing you want.” 

World War I came with its 
tragedy and blood, and evangelism 
went out. There were years of 
struggling. Brother John Rice has 
fought the battle when it was a 
lonely battle. I fought it when it 
was a lonely battle. There was not 
much glamour twenty-five years 
ago. The ecclesiastical machine 
has destroyed it, tried to. kill it, 
AND HAD ALMOST DONE IT! 

We built a school and Kept fires 
burning in training men to win 
souls for Jesus Christ. Sometimes 
it was misrepresented, sometimes 
misunderstood, Young men today 
leap up, leap up quickly into the 
limelight position! 

Now, young men, don’t get your 
eye on that. You young men put 
your eye on the will of God. Your 
business is not to get; your busi- 
is to give and give where God puts 
you to give! 

God is looking for folks in this 
country who are willing to take 
the little places. We have gone 
crazy in this country on bigness, 
crowds, throngs, glamour, glam- 
our, glamour! Forget it. 


A fellow said to me the other 
day, “I don’t know why I can’t 
get some of those big meetings”! 
I have told them at our school; 
let me tell you: the most important 
light in your house is not’ the 
chandelier in the parlor. That light 
like they had in the old country 
home, that parlor lamp that you 
used to clean up for company, that 
chandelier in the parlor that you 
light up when company is there —

People talk about the unreason- 
ableness of faith, but I think it is 
the most reasonable thing in the 
world. God is never unreasonable. 
He never asks a man to believe 
without giving him something to 
believe. 

We are told in Mark 11:22 in 
whom we are to believe. Ohrist 
says—and how sweet it sounds,— 


“Have Faith in God.” 

I never saw a man or woman 
in my life that had faith in God, 
who was confounded, I do not 
care what the troubles or trials 
were. Have faith in God, and not 
in man. That will carry’ us 
through all darkness, and storm, 
and affliction. If our faith is in 
churches, and dogmas, and 
creeds, and men, in this thing and 
that, we will plunge into trouble 
and difficulties before we get 
through our pilgrim’s journey; but 


for him who has faith in God, 
the light will shine brighter and 
brighter, until he comes at last 
into the glory of the perfect day. 

We are to have faith in God, 
and not in man. A great many 
people place their faith in men, 
and they pin their faith to other 
people’s doctrines and creeds. Not 
long ago I heard of a man who 
was asked what he believed, He 
said he believed what his church 
believed.

“The church believes what I 
believe.” 

And that was all they could get 
out of him.

they believe it, All the churches 
in the world can’t save a soul. It 
is not to have faith in this church 
or that church, this doctrine or 
that doctrine, this man or that 
man, but it is to have faith in 
the man Christ Jesus at the right 
hand of God.

The man began to color and 
squirm around, and he said, “Mine 
is a peculiar case.

I have a great many intellectual 
difficulties. There are a_ great 
many things I can’t believe.”

Thank God for that! 

When a man says he can’t be- 
lieve, the question is whether he 
can believe the Lord or not, and 
I just press him on that one 
point. 

Is there any reason why you 
should not have’ faith in God? 
Has God ever broken His Word? 
I defy any infidel to come for- 
ward and put his finger on any 
promise God has ever made to 
man that He has not kept. I can 
show you for six thousand years 
how the devil has lied, and how 
he has broken every promise he 
has made. What a lie he told 
Adam and Eve! Yet I can find 
a thousand men that will believe 
one of the devil’s lies quicker than 
I can find one man that believes 
God’s truth. Men will believe lies; 
but when it gets to real truth, 
how few will believe the Word 
of 

I can imagine some one saying, 
“T would like to have faith in 
God, but I do not know how to 
get it. I have been praying a 
long time for faith.” I used to 
pray, “O God, give me faith,” 
and at the same time I was neg- 
lecting the Bible.

How We Are to Get Faith: 

“But these are written that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life 
through His name” (John 20:31.) 

John took up his pen and wrote 
his gospel for one express pur- 
pose. What was it? That men 
might believe that Jesus Christ 
was the Son of God. Every chap- 
ter but two in John speaks of 
believing; if you run through the 
gospel and mark the word “be- 
lieve,” you will find out what 
that gospel was written for. It 
is “Believe, believe, believe, be- 
lieve,’ and it keeps right on to 
that one thing. He wrote that

Then turn to Romans 10:15: 
“How shall they preach except 
they be sent? as it is written, How 
beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, 
and bring glad tidings of good 
things! But they have not all 
obeyed the gospel. For Esaias 
saith, Lord, who hath believed 
our report? So then faith com- 
eth by hearing, and hearing by 
the Word of God.” 

Do you want to know how to 
get faith? It is by getting ac- 
quainted with God. Jehovah says, 
“Acquaint now thyself with me, 
and be at peace.” You cannot 
find a man or woman who is well 
acquainted with God who has not 
great faith in Him. That is the 
reason infidels don’t trust Him. 
They don’t know Him. 

People say, “I want to believe, 
but I have not got the right kind 
of faith.” 


What Kind Do You Want? 

The idea that you require a 
special kind of faith is all wrong. 
Use the faith that you have al- 
ready, Just believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Any faith that 
brings you to Him and links you 
with Him is the right kind of 
faith. 

Suppose I meet a man whom 
I have seen night after night beg- 
ging, and I say to him: 

“Hello, beggar, is that you?” 

Don’t call me a begger; I am 
no longer a beggar.” 

“Are not you the man who has 
been begging here every night?” 

“Yeas.” 

“Where did you get your good 
clothes? How is it you are not 
a beggar?” 

“No, I am no begger; I am 
worth a thousand dollars.” — 

“How is that?” 

“Well, sir, last night I was here 
begging, and a man came along

and put a check for one thousand 
dollars in my hand.” 
“How did you know 
good?” 
“T took it to the bank, and they 
gave me gold for it.” 


“How was it done?” 

“Well, I held out my hand, and 
he put the check right into it, and 
I took it to the bank and got 
gold for it.” 

“Did you really get it in that 
way?” 

“Yes.” 


“How do you know it was the 
right kind of hand?” 

“Why,” says the beggar, “what 
do I care about the hand? I have 
got the money.” 


Faith is the hand that reaches 
out and takes the blessing. Any 
faith that brings you to Christ 
is the right kind of faith, and 
instead of looking at your faith 
look to Christ. See if you have 
the right kind of a Christ — a 
Christ that is giving you victory 
over sin. 

Some one has said that faith is 
to the soul what the eye is to the 
body. I do not pick my eyes out 
of my head every now and then 
to see if they are the right kind 
of eyes. Yet people are doing that 
with faith all the time. 

Some one has said, faith sees a 
thing in God’s hand, and says,‘‘TI 
will have it.” Unbelief sees it 
there, and says, “God .won’t give 
it me.” Look to God by faith 
now and have salvation. 

A Scotch woman was once. in- 
troduced as “Mrs, —-, a woman of 
great faith.” 


“No,” she said, “I am a woman 
of little faith but with a great 
God.” 


Then people say: “I don’t know 
that I have enough faith.” 

Christ said that if you have 
faith “as a grain of mustard seed,” 
you will be able to move moun- 
tains. 


Then there is another impres- 
sion that faith is indicated by 
feelings. 

Now, faith is not feeling. Your 
feelings may change forty times 
before sundown, but your faith 
may be the same right along. 
What made the slaves free? Was 
it their feelings or Lincoln’s proc-

lamation? Suppose that a slave 
said he “felt free’ six months 
before the proclamation, I think 
he would have felt the lash on his 
back. 


We are living in very strange 
days. Some people tell us it does 
not make any difference what a 
man believes if he is only “sin- 
cere’; one church is just as good 
as another if you are only sin- 
cere. 


I do not believe any greater 
delusion ever came out of the pit 
of Hell than that..It is ruining 
more souls at the present time 
than anything else. 


I never read of any men more 
sincere or more earnest than those 
men at Mount Carmel, those false 
prophets, They were terribly in 
earnest. 

Some people say, “Why, if these 
men are holding, as you say, error, 
why should they be so in earnest?” 
Those prophets of Baal were the 
most earnest men I ever read of. 
You do not read of men getting 
SO in earnest now that they take 
knives and cut themselves. Look 
at them leaping upon their altars; 
hear their cry, “O Baal! O Baal!” 
We never hear that kind of prayer 
now-a-days. They acted like mad 
men, They were terribly in earn- 
est, yet did God hear their cry? 
They were all slain ‘I believe 
one religion is just as good as 
another, if you are only sincere 
in what you believe’— it is 


One of the Devil’s Lies 


Some men seem to think it is 
a great misfortune that they do 
not have faith. Bear in mind 
it is not a misfortune, but it is 
the damning sin of the world. The 


got is unbelief. Christ found 
on both sides of the cross. It 
was the very thing that put Him 
to death, The Jews did not be- 
lieve Him; they did not believe 
God had sent Him; they took Him 
to Calvary and murdered Him; 
and the first thing we find after 
He rose from the grave was un- 
belief again. Thomas, one of His 
own disciples, did not believe He 
had risen. He said, “Thomas, feel 
these wounds”; and Thomas did, 
and believed, and said, “My Lord 
and my God.”

to call him a liar, Unbelief is 
Telling God He is a Liar 

John says: “If we receive the 
witness of men, the witness of 
God is greater: for this is the wit- 
ness of God which He hath testi- 
fied of His Son. He that be- 
lieveth on the Son of God hath 
the witness in himself: he that 
believeth not God hath made Him 
a liar; because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of His 
Son. And this is the record, that 
God hath given to us eternal life, 
and this life is in His Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and 
he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life.” 


All history comes from the testi- 
mony of man, Business depends 
upon it. Now John says the 
testimony of God is greater. 


Suppose a man said, “Mr. 
Moody, I have no faith in you 
whatever,’ don’t you think it 
would grieve me? There is_ not 
anything that would wound a man 
much more than to be told that 
you do not have any faith in him. 


A great many men say, “Oh, 
I have profound reverence and re- 
spect for God.” 


Yes, profound “respect,” but not 


“faith.” Why, it is a downright 
insult! 
Suppose a man says, ‘“Mr. 


Moody, I have profound respect 
for you, profound admiration for 
you, but I do not believe a word 
you say.” 

I wouldn’t give much for his 
respect or admiration. I wouldn’t 
give much for his friendship. 


God wants us to put our faith 
in Him, How it would wound a 
mother’s feelings to hear her chil- 
dren say, “I do love mamma so 
much, but I don’t believe what 
she says.” How it would grieve 
that mother. And that is about 
the way a great many of God’s 
professed children talk. 

some years ago I wanted to 
teach my boy what faith was, and 
so I put him on a table. He was 
a little fellow two years old, I 
stood back three or four feet, and 
said, 

“Willie, jump.” 

The little fellow said, ‘Papa, I’se 
afraid.” 

I said, “Willie, I will catch you. 
Just look right at me and jump.” 

The little fellow got all ready to 
jump, and then looked down again, 
and said, “I’se afraid.” 

“Willie, didn’t I tell you I 
would catch you? Will Papa de- 
ceive you? Now, Willie, look me 
right in the eye, and jump, and 
I will catch you.” 

The little fellow got all ready 
the third time to jump but he 
looked on the floor, and said: “I’se 
afraid.” 

' “Didn’t I tell you I would catch 
you?” 

“Yes.” 

At last I said, “Willie, don’t 
take your eyes off me’; and I 
held the little fellow’s eyes, and 
said, ‘Now jump, don’t look at 
the floor”; and he leaped into my 
arms. 


Then he said to me, “Let me 
jump again.” 

I put him back, and the moment 
he got on the table he jumped, 
and after that, when he was on 
the table, and I was standing five 
or six feet away, I heard him cry, 
“Pa, I’se coming,” and had just 
time to rush and catch him, He 
seemed to put too much confi- 
dence in me. But you cannot put 
too much confidence in God. 

Look at John 3:33: “He that 
hath received His testimony hath 
set to his seal that God is true.” 

In those days men used to wear 
a signet-ring, with their initials, 
and instead of signing their names, 
they used to take the ring and 
seal the document. That was 
setting to their seal; that was an 
indorsement. And now God comes 
down into this unbelieving world, 
and says, “Who will set to his 
seal that I am true?” And so I 
ask you, reader, will you set to 
your seal that God is true? It 
is a great deal better for us to 
make ourselves liars and God true 
than to try and make ourselves 
out true and God a liar. That is 


what many men do. 


Will You Set to Your Seal 
that God is true? Unbelief says, 
“I won't.” Faith says, “I will.” 
O, may God help you now to Say, 
“IT will set to my seal that God 
is true” this very hour, and the 
moment you do that, and put your 
faith in God, then comes the peace, 
the happiness you have been look- 
ing for so long! 

It is recorded in history that 
some years ago a man was con- 
demned to be put to death. When 
he came to lay his head on the 
block, the prince who had charge 
of the execution asked him if 
there was any one petition that 
he could grant him. All that the 
condemned man asked for, was a 
glass of water. They went and 
got him a tumbler of water, but 
his hand trembled so that he could 
not get it to his mouth. 

The prince said to him, “Your 
life is safe until you drink that 
water.” 

He took the prince at his word, 
and dashed the water to the

War I to a town of eleven hundred 
people in Alabama, where I had 
one of the greatest revivals I have 
ever had.

That is all the theology you have 
to have to get saved. After you get 
saved, it is nice to stand up and be 
able to give a reason for the hope 
that is within you. With all the 
theology I had that night, I sat 
there. If this fellow got to Jesus 
and got fixed, if I can just get to 
Jesus I'll get fixed. So the preach- 
er said, “If you want to be saved, 
come on up here,” and I went up 
there, knelt down at the front 
seat and got saved. 

I began to preach right away. 
You know I have been at it now 
right at fifty-two years! I will be 
sixty-seven in October. 

So I went on down at _§ that 
church the other day and looked 
it over and drove up the _ road 
there. It was about seven o’clock 
in the morning. The preacher down 
there was .a Baptist preacher by 
the name of Allen Smith. He was 
one of the best preachers that ever 
live in the state of Alabama and 
pastor of one of the biggest 
churches. 

So Allen said, “Come on, Bob, 
and have breakfast with me.” We 
sat down at the table at seven 
o’clock in the morning. I do not 
know when we got up, probably 
ten-thirty or eleven. We just sat 
there and talked about Jesus and 
the old days. 

Allen said, “Bob, do you remem- 
ber when you held that meeting 
down here in this little church, 
the little tabernacle church where 
you were converted before you 
were fifteen? You know I was 
converted out there.” 

“T know that, Allen. I’m proud 
of that. I’ve told a lot of people 
about that. You were the first out- 
standing convert I ever had.”
